One fine afternoon, when our ship with ber

The albatross is the most poetic object on 
the ocean. There is nothing im all nature se 
noble, free, etherial-—nothing animate, that so 
brings the seuse of infinity, and mystery, and 
boundless space into the daylight. His home 
is in the southern oceans, below twenty de. 
grees south of the line. Here he ranges alone 
or in company, over wastes of water that it 
takes fast ships from forty-five to sixty days to 
sail across. His dight is not high; it is long, 
low swings, a mile or two cach way. Except 
in alighting and getting under weigh again be 
rarely moves bis wings, only sometimes giving 
afew grand, strong flaps; then sailing away, 
now on ope side, now on the other, now far 
astern, again across the ship's bows; he may 
be watched In any weather, going over a hun- 
dred miles of distance to the ship's one.

I 
never saw one alight except to pick ap some- 
thing that had fallen or was thrown from the 
ship. Their alighting and ‘ising is goose-like 
and ungraceful, but once a float, their motions 
have an simost supernatural-sublime beauty 
It is possible they may sleep at night on the 
waves, but we never fell in with them as we 
did with Cape Pigeons, in the dark. I have 
thought I could perceive when the latter were
